Malvo to 
Face Life 
In Prison 

Judge sentences teen sniper; 
new trial could bring death 

CHESAPEAKE, VA. I Teenage sniper Lee 
Boyd Malvo was sentenced to life in prison 
Wednesday for the October 2002 killing spree 
that left 10 people in the D.C. area dead. 

Malvo, 19, was sentenced a day after sniper 
mastermind John AllenMuhammad was given 
the death penalty. The judge in Muhammad’s 
case could have reduced the sentence, but 
Malvo’s judge had no other option than life 
without parole, which the jury recommended. 

Malvo did not speak dur- 
ing the 10 -minute hearing, 
following the advice of his 
lawyers, who did not want 
his words used against him 
in future prosecutions. 

Prosecutor Paul Ebert, 
who led the case against 
Muhammad and is next in 
line to prosecute Malvo, said after the hear- 
ing that he would wait to do so until the U.S. 
Supreme Court rules whether juveniles may 
be executed. Malvo was 17 when he killed 
FBI analyst Linda Franklin, 47, outside a 
Falls Church Home Depot store. 

“If the Supreme Court rules that the death 
penalty is still available to juveniles, I will try 
Mr. Malvo and very likely seek the death pen- 
alty,” he said. A ruling is expected next year. 

Fairfax County Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Robert F. Horan Jr., who led the prosecution 
of Malvo, said he plans to try Muhammad 
in the killing of Franklin. 

Muhammad’s attorneys are appealing his 
conviction, and Horan said another convic- 
tion would serve as a backup if the first one 
is reversed, adrienne schwisow (ap)

Kerry Meets With Dean, Slams GOP 


Plans to talk with ex-rival Edwards on Thursday 


WASHINGTON I Democratic presi- 
dential candidate John Kerry on 
Wednesday called for deeper tax 
cuts for the middle class than 
proposed by President Bush and 
described his Republican crit- 
ics as “the most crooked ... lying 
group I’ve ever seen.” 

After urging labor leaders to sup- 
port his campaign to oust the presi- 
dent, Kerry met with onetime rival 
Howard Dean to discuss a possible 
endorsement and what role the for- 
mer Vermont governor might play in 
his campaign.

He wasn’t expected 
to reach 2,162, the number needed 
to secure the nomination, until next 
week because of the way the party

Nichols: FBI Papers Withheld 


Documents suggest link 
between Oklahoma 
City bombing, robbers 

WASHINGTON I Terry Nichols’s attor- 
neys say more than a dozen FBI doc- 
uments that raise the possibility of 
additional accomplices in the 1995 
Oklahoma City bombing weren’t 
turned over by state prosecutors or 
the federal government for Nichols’s 
murder trial defense. 

The documents, which were 
cited in a recent series of Associated 
Press stories, include two 1990s tele- 
types from then-FBI Director Louis 
Freeh’s office citing possible connec- 


tions between Timothy McVeigh and 
a gang of white supremacist bank 
robbers, the lawyers said. 

The judge in Nichols’s trial has 
said he will dismiss the state murder 
charges against McVeigh’s co-con- 
spirator with prejudice — making 
it very hard for prosecutors to res- 
urrect the case — if the lawyers can 
prove that documents that could 
have aided their defense were 
withheld. 

Under a Supreme Court ruling, 
prosecutors and the government are 
obligated to turn over to defense law- 
yers all materials that could help 
clear a defendant, such as evidence 
that points to other suspects. 


Nichols’s attorneys agreed to 
review the materials cited in the 
AP story and identify which they 
could not find among the massive 
files prosecutors and the government 
provided them. In all, they identified 
13 FBI documents and a handful of 
other materials. 

The prosecutor, Oklahoma 
County District Attorney Wes Lane, 
said, “Everything the federal govern- 
ment has provided to us has either 
been given or made available to the 
Nichols defense team.” 

FBI officials declined comment, 
citing the trial and an ongoing inter- 
nal investigation into issues raised by 
AP’s stories, john solomon (ap)

Police Monitoring Fla. Rap Musicians 


M I A M 1 1 Police say they are secretly 
monitoring hip-hop stars P. Diddy, 
DMX and others in South Florida 
to protect them, but celebrities and 
critics see the surveillance as unnec- 
essary and racist. 

Officers in Miami and Miami 
Beach have photographed rappers 
and their entourages at Miami 
International Airport and staked 
out hotels, video shoots and night- 
clubs while consulting 6 -inch-thick 
dossiers of rappers and associates 
with arrest records in New York 


state. The Miami Herald reported. 

“We have to keep an eye on these 
rivalries,” said Assistant Miami 
Beach Police Chief Charles Press. 
“The last thing we need in this city 
is violence.” 

Some experts believe the sweep- 
ing surveillance of a genre of musi- 
cians is unprecedented. 

“There’s been no shortage of 
rock stars and other musicians” 
scrutinized by police, said Anthony 
DeCurtis, contributing editor at 
Rolling Stone magazine. “But there 


has never been anything like this.” 

Police began gathering intelligence 
on rap artists after the Memorial 
Day 2001 weekend, when 250,000 
hip-hop fans flocked to South Beach 
for four days of parties hosted by 
their favorite rappers. More than 
210 people were arrested, double 
usual number, most for disorderly 
conduct and intoxication.

LONDON I All four men who were 
arrested on their return to Britain 
from U.S. military detention at 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, were 
released Wednesday without 
charge, police said.

The U.S. government says the 
roughly 640 prisoners held at 
Guantanamo are there because 
of suspicions they have links to 
Afghanistan’s fallen Taliban regime 
or the al Qaeda terror network.

U.S. Escalates Role in Haiti

WASHINGTON I Troops in the U.S.- 
led multinational force in Haiti will 
stop any serious Haitian- against- 
Haitian violence they encounter, a 
top U.S. general said Wednesday, 
marking an escalation of the peace- 
keeping mission. 

Gen. James T. Hill, the com- 
mander ofU.S. Southern Command, 
portrayed the change as a natural 
evolution of the peacekeeping mis- 
sion, saying it required only a clarifi- 
cation of the rules that govern when 
troops can use force. 

“When multinational armed 
forces personnel encounter any 
acts of violence, they will inter- 


vene to protect life,” Hill said. His 
Miami-based command oversees 
the Haiti operation. “We will simply 
not tolerate acts of violence against 
our multinational forces or innocent 
Haitians,” Hill said. 

His statements were a change 
from those made previously by mili- 
tary officials who described the U.S. 
role as limited to protecting key gov- 
ernment and infrastructure sites 
to prepare the country for a U.N. 
peacekeeping mission. 

The expanded mission follows 
Tuesday’s announcement that U.S. 
forces would join Haitian police in 
disarming militants, (ap)

Iran Plans

TEHRAN, IRAN | Iran said Wednesday 
it would resume uranium enrich- 
ment and warned it may quit cooper- 
ating with the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, which it accused 
of kowtowing to Washington at a 
crucial meeting in Vienna. 

Foreign Minister Kamal 
Kharrazi said Iran had a “legiti- 
mate right to enrich uranium” to 
fuel the nuclear reactor it is building 
to generate electrical power. 

IAEA Director General Moham- 
ed ElBaradei warned that Iran risked 
undermining its efforts to prove its 
nuclear intentions are peaceful.

District Plans More Water Testing 

Mayor says latest lead 
results give no reason 
for additional concern 


WASHINGTON | With results in on 
1,001 city residents who had their 
blood tested for lead contamina- 
tion, Mayor Anthony A. Williams 
said Wednesday there is nothing to 
indicate any reason for heightened 
concern about the city’s water. 

“We’re not seeing significant 
numbers of individuals with ele- 
vated lead levels in the blood,” 
said Williams. 

Of 1,267 people tested, only 47 
were pregnant or nursing women. 


and none showed evidence of height- 
ened lead levels. 

Tests were also run on 327 chil- 
dren under age 6, another group 
considered most 
at risk of develop- 
ing lead poisoning. 

According to statis- 
tics compiled by the 
District of Columbia 
Department of 
Health, only eight 
had lead levels in their blood sur- 
passing 10 micrograms per deci- 
liter. 

Four of those live in homes con- 
nected to D.C. Water and Sewer 
Authority lead service lines.

Among those children and the 
pregnant and nursing women, only 
27 percent live in homes with lead 
service pipes. 

Officials want to compare data 
collected from homes that face the 
potential oflead contamination with 
information on homes not consid- 
ered at risk of contamination. 

WASA estimates that as many 
as 23,000 of the agency’s 130,000 
customers are served by the lead- 
ed lines. 

Williams also said federal agen-

Microsoft, AOL and 
others file first major 
suit under new law 

WASHINGTON | Leading Internet 
companies, in an unusual joint 
effort among corporate rivals, 
announced six lawsuits Wednesday 
against hundreds of people accused 
of sending millions of unwanted e- 
mails in violation of the new federal 
law against “spam.” 

The legal actions by Microsoft, 
America Online, Earthlink and 
Yahoo! represent the first major 
industry actions under the “can 
spam” legislation that went into 
effect Jan. 1. The suits were fried in 
federal courts in California, Georgia, 
Virginia and Washington state. 


Dozens of those named were 
identified only as “John Doe” defen- 
dants accused of e-mailing unwant- 
ed pitches for prescription drugs, 
herbal potions and weight loss plans. 
Lawyers expressed confidence they 
can work through the courts, using 
subpoenas and other investigative 
tools, to identify them. 

The “can spam” legislation 
requires unsolicited e-mails to 
include a mechanism so recipi- 
ents could indicate they did not 
want future mass mailings. 

The law also prohibits senders of 
unsolicited commercial e-mail from 
disguising their identity by using a 
false return address or misleading 
subject line, and it prohibits send- 
ers from harvesting addresses off 
Web sites, ted bridis (ap)

McCain Warns Baseball 


Senator says steroids cause legitimacy problem’ 


WASHINGTON I Sen. John McCain, 
R-Ariz., told the baseball play- 
ers’ association Wednesday that 
Congress will step in unless the 
union agrees to toughen the sport’s 
steroid-testing rules. 

The Senate Commerce 
Committee chairman challenged 
union head Donald Fehr to accept 
a far more stringent drug-testing 
policy, such as the NFL’s. Fehr said 
he couldn’t agree to changes in the 
collective bargaining agreement. 


“Your failure to commit to 
addressing this issue straight on 
and immediately will motivate this 
committee to search for legislative 
remedies,” warned McCain. 

The suspicion that some of the 
game’s greats are using steroids has 
loomed over spring training, prompt- 
ing McCain to schedule a hearing 
and invite Fehr, baseball commis- 
sioner Bud Selig, NFL commission- 
er Paul Tagliabue and NFL players’ 
union chief Gene Upshaw. 


Baseball’s current labor contract, 
agreed to in 2002, called for anony- 
mous drug tests last year. Five to 7per- 
cent of those tests came back positive 
for steroids, a level which triggered 
testing with penalties this year. 

“I believe that the program that 
we instituted has had some effect,” 
Fehr said. 

McCain disagreed, saying baseball 
has a “legitimacy problem” because 
of questions about steroid use and 
the public’s perception that cheaters 
don’t get caught by the testing pro- 
gram.

B.C. eliminates Georgetown from tournament 


COLLEGE BASKETBALL I Forthe first 
time, Georgetown won’t be in the 
quarterfinals of the Big East tourna- 
ment. For the first time since 1974- 
75 , the Hoyas won’t be invited to 
play in the postseason. 

Boston College’s 68-57 opening- 
round victory over Georgetown on 
Wednesday moved the Eagles on to 
the quarterfinals, a round the Hoyas 
had reached in each of the previous 
24 Big East tournaments. 


The loss was the Hoyas’ ninth 
straight and left them with a sub- 
.500 record and out of consideration 
from postseason tournaments. 

Georgetown (13-15) didn’t play 
in the postseason every year since 
1975 , as it turned down a bid to play 
in the NIT in 2001-02. 

Craig Smith had 16 points and

M U S I C I The Mekons are a cult. Their true believ- 
ers are seemingly everywhere. At hipster parties, 
embedded in the media, wandering through air- 
ports, sipping coffee at this very minute. 

Should you be cornered by one of these fanat- 
ics, you will learn some interesting tidbits, wheth- 
er you want to or not. Like, the Mekons can do 
anything. Like, the Mekons were oppressed by 
The Man. Like, you should love the Mekons too! 
Now! Immediately! 

The Mekons are also a band. Their Sunday 
appearance at Iota will no doubt be packed with 
the faithful. The wryly titled 2004 album “Punk 
Rock” is the 21st by a band who was there when 
punk rock was young and dangerous. Formed in 
Leeds, England, in the late 1970s, the Mekons 
stole their name from a sci-fi comic. Their first 
few albums were quirky and amateurish yet cap- 
tivating rave -ups. 

Then ... something happened. In 1985 the 
Mekons were possessed by an older, darker, more 
nihilistic force than even punk rock: American 
honky-tonk. Their album “Fear and Whiskey” 
came seemingly out of nowhere, inflected with 
their newfound obsession with Hank Williams 
and Gram Parsons. 

Rather than fading into memory like their 
punk peers, the Mekons ascended to a new pla- 
teau. A generation of college radio fans who had 
missed the band’s first incarnation suddenly took 
them to heart. 

Members Jon Langford and Sally Timms have 
pursued careers solo and with other bands, and 
the Mekons’ lineup shifts. But these experiments 
only seem to add to the fanaticism that surrounds 
the band. Their move to Chicago also seemed to 
endear them to American audiences. Mekons 
tribute bands formed. At one point a popular 
music magazine even ran a monthly “Mekons 
Watch” column.

We seem to be blaming the food 
industry for obesity when in fact 
the problem is with the individual 
who lacks control. Your thoughts? 

It is probably a bit misleading 
to say that it is merely a question of 
“eat less.” This assumes that eating is 
simply a matter of choice. Eating is 
a very regulated phenomenon, con- 
trolled largely by brain signals. We 
can choose to modify eating, but it 
is very difficult to do that, since the 
brain is sending signals to eat more 
while you are trying to eat less. 

Does high-fructose corn syrup play 
a role in the obesity epidemic? 

Individual foods should not be 
assigned all of the blame for this 
disease. We live in a world of great 
food abundance. This has never 
happened before in human histo- 
ry. All of the forces that drive eating 
behavior are now free to take effect 
in the world of superabundance. 

What is your opinion of efforts to 
classify obesity as a disease? 

There is no doubt in my mind 
that obesity is a disease. It is naive 
to think that it is merely willful mis- 
conduct. Saying “All you have to do 
is eat less” is like saying to someone 
who is depressed: “Just pull your- 
self together,” or to someone with 
asthma: “Just breathe easy.”
